The people he allowed around him loved him, his 
quick wit and dry humor drew people in despite a grutt exterior. 
He loved terrible movies and terrible foods. He ate well-done 
steaks with ketchup and onions while watching "Mr. No Legs” 

on VHS. He had all his credit card numbers, past and present, 
memorized. He loved old black and white pictures and women with big hair. He Aaa | gi oS 
did what was right, often begrudgingly, but he still did it, He gave generously patina = 
to a local Las Vegas charity because they sent him a Christmas card that amused Pa iy 
him. | think the best and shortest way to explain who Gary Verner was would be to 
simply repeat his answer to a doctor who saw him in the hospital. During the first 
examination, the doctor looked Gary over and asked why he used a wheelchair 
and hadn't walked in over 30 years. Gary shrugged and said in his raspy voice: ‘Just 
don't feel like it.’” 





We can add that Gary had a preference for prooflike coins when they met his exacting standards. Many of the 
Barber pieces (dimes through half dollars) are either semiprooflike or prooflike. An 1892-O half dollar, in fact, 
was once confirmed as a proot by Walter Breen, but the Breen certification letter was lost. When submitted to 
NGC, the coin came back Unc Details (it displays a light cleaning). We think that, if asked whether to resubmit 
the coin, Gary would answer with a single word. “Nah.”

Among other things, 
Newby brought a quantity of St. Patrick halfpennies and convinced 
the state legislature to accept the coins for small transactions. This 
chocolate-brown piece is smooth with strong devices. The brass 
plug is on the upper right portion of the crown.

The uniquely expressed date — JULY 4 90 — is 
boldly distinct on this threepence, while BALTIMORE is faint at 
LTI. The central portrait is a bit soft on the face, but retains clear 
features. The reverse is representative of known examples at this 
grade level and even finer. The central THREE PENCE is quite 
weak, a characteristic seen on even the finest known pieces. Most 
of Barry’s name is clear, though the initial ST of his first name 
and final Y of BARRY are faint. The planchet is slightly out of 
round, and the strike is a touch off-center toward 12 o’clock. This 
piece shows no sign of the prominent die cracks visible on both 
sides of the magnificent MS64 example — the finest known in 
private hands — sold by us in January 2015 as part of the Donald G.

The identity of the obverse figure has been the subject of much 
speculation, with Barry himself and George Washington being 
the most commonly proposed identifications. In the Spring 2009 
issue of the C4 Newsletter, however, Max B. Spiegel discussed his 
discovery of an 1843 article from the Baltimore Sun stating that the 
figure depicted was James Calhoun, who was serving in a position 
analogous to Mayor in Baltimore on July 4, 1790. Comparison of 
contemporary portraits of Calhoun and the threepence’s obverse 
figure strongly suggest that this attribution is accurate. An exciting 
opportunity to acquire this classic early American rarity.

A Premier Series Rarity 


3073 1927-S MS64 Full Head NGC. The 1927-S is one of the great 
rarities of the Standing Liberty quarter series with Full Head 
definition; it is many times rarer than the 1916 and equally 
as rare as the sought-after 1918/7-S overdate. The 1927-S was 
struck during an era when the San Francisco Mint was having 
difficulty producing sharp strikes consistently. Standing Liberty 
quarter expert J.H. Cline wrote in an April 4th, 1991 Coin 
World article: 


“The San Francisco Mint facilities had more problems with 

the minting of the Standing Liberty, Mailed Breast quarter 
dollars than the Philadelphia or Denver Mints. The 1918-S, 
1924-S, 1926-S and 1927-S quarter dollars are well-known 
examples of San Francisco pieces frequently lacking head, 
shield and toe detail.” 


The second-lowest production figure of the series (396,000 
pieces) did not help the survival rate of Full Head 1927-S quarters. 
Cline, writing in Standing Liberty Quarters, fourth edition, estimates 
no more than 10 Full Head specimens survive at the Gem grade 
level, and PCGS and NGC’s combined population shows only 46 
Full Head pieces in all grades (3/14), a number that is possibly 
inflated by resubmissions. 

This near-Gem Full Head representative exhibits 
uncharacteristically strong definition on Liberty’s head, chain 
mail, toes, and stars, as well as the reed and bead around the border. 
Minor softness is seen on the shield lines and rivets, the eagle’s 
breast, and the leading edge of the left (facing) wing, though the 
overall strike is still exceptional. Close examination reveals fine die 
striations in the fields around the devices, likely from an attempt to 
remove clash marks, the remnants of which are still visible on the 
reverse. Frosty, virtually untoned luster blankets both sides, with a 
few faint golden accents seen periodically across the surfaces. An 
exceptional example of this characteristically weak key-date San 
Francisco issue.

This figure comes from adding 210 pieces struck for 
proof sets to an unknown number of additional coins that were 
possibly sold individually. The Wiley-Bugert reference (1993) 
suggests as many as 400 pieces may have been struck. It is possible 
that if more than 300 coins were struck, not all were sold to 
collectors. PCGS estimates a survivorship of just 80 to 100 pieces 
in all grades, and the combined NGC and PCGS population is just 
144 coins, including likely duplication from resubmissions. With 
many duplicate appearances of individual coins, we have handled a 
proof 1858 half dollar on only 84 occasions, which strongly suggests 
that the survivorship is much lower than the suggested Guide Book 
mintage — likely more in line with the PCGS survival estimate.

we offered this remarkable 1892-O Barber half dollar in the 2011 
Central States Signature, it was accompanied by a typed letter, 
signed by Walter Breen, declaring it a branch mint proof, or what 
some collectors today would consider a specimen strike. Indeed, 
the mirroring in the fields is liquidlike, reminiscent of the watery 
fields of a SP66 * NGC coin that we sold in a more recent Central 
States Signature (Heritage, 4/2013), lot 4291, for more than 
$108,000. The depth of mirroring on this coin is remarkable for a 
circulation strike, and the sharpness of the strike throughout the 
stars and central devices gives the undeniable appearance of a proof. 
The only oddity is the New Orleans mintmark. After studying high- 
resolution images of the SP66 * coin, we believe that this piece 
was struck from different dies — based off of several die polish lines 
in the reverse field and faint clash marks on this coin. Nonetheless, 
we cannot ignore the prooflike qualities, nor the possibility that this 
piece was struck as a presentation coin of some sort. 

Hairlines on both sides betray a light cleaning, which keeps 
this coin from a numeric grade. These hairlines are mostly on the 
obverse amid light golden toning. The reverse displays vivid ocean- 
blue and violet border toning around an orange-gold interior. Even 
if this coin is nothing more than a deeply prooflike circulation 
strike, it is undeniably special — the strike quality and eye appeal 
of this lightly cleaned 1892-O Barber half dollar surpass that of 
most problem-free circulation strikes known. At the very least, it 
deserves a premium bid on that attribute alone.

Liberty dollars are major rarities, seldom offered at auction. While 
many early dollars of this type are just prooflike business strikes, 
genuine proofs of 1844 are easily differentiated from their more 
common counterparts. On the obverse, circulation strikes show 
misplaced date numerals in the lower part of Liberty’s gown, while 
proofs do not. Moreover, the proof reverse is the same die that was 
used for most proof dollar coinage from 1840 through 1854. 

The proof survivorship is small, measured at just 10 to 15 coins 
according to PCGS, and “15 or so” pieces in the estimation of Dick 
Osburn and Brian Cushing. A few impaired examples are known. 
This PR62 coin has scattered light marks that limit the grade, but 
the razor-sharp detail and deeply mirrored fields balance the eye 
appeal. The fields have modest sea-green toning, which contrasts 
with the light golden devices to produce a modest cameo effect. A

However, a 2009 article by Brandon R. DuPont entitled “Panic in 
the Plains: Agricultural Markets and the Panic of 1893” suggests 
that the Panic was worsened by shocks to agricultural markets. 
Drought conditions in the West during the summer months of 1893 
significantly reduced crop yields and farmers’ incomes. Western 
banks were heavily exposed to such disturbances because they had 
provided so many mortgages to farmers. The banks failed as loans 
went unpaid, compounding the effects of the more mainstream 
causes of the financial crisis. The regional nature of the Panic is 
reflected in the San Francisco Mint’s Morgan dollar output in 1893. 
While silver dollar mintages were low at all mints in 1893, only 
100,000 pieces were coined at the California facility.

It is not any more rare in the absolute sense 
than most other proof Morgans, but collector demand for this issue 
is exponentially greater due to the fact that no circulation strikes 
are known for the date. The 1895 is essential for a complete proof 
set of Morgan dollars as well as a complete date and mintmark set — 
both of which are widely popular collecting avenues for the series. 

Mint records record a production 12,000 circulation-strike 
dollars in 1895 at Philadelphia. This entry has long been considered 
an. accounting error, referring to dollars of a different date. The 
Chapman brothers, for example, believed that no circulation strikes 
were coined. The 1895 proof, as early as 1896, had a reputation for 
rarity, with proof sets of this date garnering a premium at auction 
solely on the influence of the dollar. 

Another school of thought about circulation-strike 1895 dollars 
is that 12,000 pieces were indeed struck but were never distributed 
to the public, likely being melted down at the Mint decades later 
under the dictates of the Pittman Act of 1918. Both theories 
regarding circulation strikes of this date reach the same conclusion: 
the 1895 Morgan dollar is only known in proof format today.

In his Analysis of Auction Records 
(1980), David Akers called the 1877 “one of the rarest, lowest 
mintage dates in the entire series,” and noted that he had only 
ever seen one piece that qualified as Uncirculated: “[It] is by far the 
finest I have seen or heard of.” In their gold Encyclopedia (2008), 
Garrett and Guth accentuate the rarity of this issue in Uncirculated 
condition: “There’s a brick wall separating the circulated pieces 
from their Mint State counterparts.” 

Today, just three 1877 eagles have been certified Mint State, 
including this MS60 coin and a pair of MS61s — all PCGS- 
certified.

Moving E 
PLURIBUS UNUM to the edge freed up more space, but required 
the use of a tripartite collar. Such a collar had never been used on 
a regular production coin, but had been used on pattern Morgan 
dollars in 1885. The success of these design decisions is readily 
apparent on the bright, satiny surfaces of the present coin. At first 
glance, this example appears to be much finer than the stated grade.

Bechtler coinage 
was a necessity money, just as later territorial gold pieces were 
from the California and Colorado gold rushes. In the case of 
North Carolina, the Bechtler family adapted their jewelry and 
watchmaking business to an even more in-demand assaying and 
coinage endeavor. Bechtler’s charge for converting locally mined 
gold dust into coin form was 2 to 2% percent, a rate that was 
competitive with the mint. This low rate proved a boon to local 
miners because it eliminated the need for the long and bandit- 
ridden overland route from Rutherfordton to Philadelphia. 
Bechtler’s gold dollars remained in the local economy into the Civil 
War. However, because of their high intrinsic value few five dollar 
gold pieces have survived. This example still shows significant 
mint luster surrounding the devices. The strike is generally strong, 
but the planchet was obviously struck from misaligned dies. This 
is apparent from the weakness seen over the letters ARO on the 
obverse and the unstruck striated planchet on the corresponding 
area of the reverse.

Demand for a federal branch mint in California 
during the height of the Gold Rush was strong. However, 
authorization of a branch mint was slow in getting approved by 
Congress. With the promise that a branch mint would soon be 
approved, Congress authorized a temporary federal assay office in 
San Francisco to alleviate the coin shortage and provide a federal 
assay entity for miners and bankers. 

The U.S. Assay Office at San Francisco operated at first under 
contract with the local private firm Moffat © Co. New York 
watchmaker Augustus Humbert was appointed assayer. Moffat 
S Co. was dissolved in February 1852, and reorganized as Curtis, 
Perry, & Ward, continuing the government coinage contract. The 
Assay Office was closed in late 1853 to be converted into the new 
San Francisco branch mint. 

During its operation, the U.S. Assay Office in San Francisco 
produced a variety of gold ingots, but the most widely used and 
popular were the octagonal fifty dollar pieces. This is a bright 
yellow-gold example of the later Reeded Edge variety.

Clark, Gruber & Co. began striking gold coins in 
July 1860, in a newly constructed brick building on McGaa Street 
in Denver, Colorado. Already a respected banking firm in the area, 
Clark, Gruber & Co. produced high-quality gold coinage that was 
widely respected and accepted in commerce. Gold dust was a large 
part of the deposits made at the firm early on, and within a month 
it was not unusual for the firm to take in $2,000 worth of gold 
dust in a day. In Private Gold Coins and Patterns of the United States, 
Don Kagin writes: “By October, the gold coins of Clark, Gruber & 
Co. had become the principle currency of the Pike’s Peak country. 
During the first three months of operation, $120,000 in gold coins 
were produced while their steam-driven machinery was operating 
day and night.” 

Mint State 1860 quarter eagles from this firm are rare, and only 
a few are known finer than the present. This Select coin displays 
semiprooflike fields and bright straw-gold color.

The 
2019 Guide Book (on page 401) lists only the single gold variety, K-1 with an open wreath and starless reverse, but the classic 1981 Kagin reference 
presents several die trial varieties, including K-5b with a closed wreath and stars. Kagin (page 344) describes K-5b as unique, but at least three 
pieces are known: the Kagin plate coin, the present lot, and lot 5725 from our 2016 FUN Signature, which was overstruck on a “Kagin-5c” example. 
This mahogany-brown example displays light wear, most evident on the wreath due to a somewhat convex reverse. Both sides are rotated double 
struck, and surprisingly free from marks, which suggests that the die trial was briefly carried as a pocket piece.

3333 Henry Hentsch Gold Ingot. 154.23 Ounces. CABG-215. Henry 
Hentsch was born in Switzerland on July 23, 1818, the scion of a 
long-established Swiss banking family. He immigrated to California 
in 1854 to establish a banking house, arriving in San Francisco 
on May 31 on board the S.S. Sonora. By early 1856, Hentsch was 
associated with another Swiss emigrant, Francis Berton, and added 
assaying services to his other financial activities, as attested by this 
notice in the February 2, 1856 edition of the Alta California: 


“ASSAY OFFICE OF HENRY HENTSCH 

Northwest corner of Montgomery and Jackson Streets. 

I have this day annexed to my Banking Establishment an 
Assay Office, and am prepared to carry on this business 
in all its branches. All orders confided to my care will be 
executed with promptness, and | will guarantee all my 
assays. H. Hentsch San Francisco, Feb, Ist, 1856.” 


Hentsch further advertised that he would return deposits in 
12-24 hours “in Coin or Bars, at the option of the Depositor.” A 
total of 33 Hentsch bars were recovered from the wreck of the S.S. 
Central America in 1988, many of them marketed by Sotheby’s 
in their December 8-9, 1999 offering titled Treasures of the S.S. 
Central America. Unfortunately, the sale was cancelled due to a 
court injunction. The cataloger noted the Hentsch bars had a 
unique matte finish, unlike any other bars recovered. Legal matters 
were resolved after a seven-year court battle, and many of the S.S. 
Central America bars were subsequently marketed by other firms, 
including Bowers and Merena, Monaco Rare Coins, and Heritage. 

Henry Hentsch relocated his business to 120 Montgomery 
Street in 1858 and invested in many other businesses, owning 
a theater and acting as the Swiss Consul for several years. He 
returned to Switzerland in 1868 to manage the family bank there, 
leaving Berton in charge of affairs in California until his bank 
became part of the Swiss-American Bank in 1873. Hentsch passed 
away in Geneva, Switzerland in 1905, aged 87. 

This is classed as a Very Large Size Hentsch ingot; in fact, the 
fifth largest Hentsch ingot recovered from the S.S. Central America. 
The top side is laid out in the usual fashion in vertical format: No 
3125 / 893 FINE / Hy HENTSCH / Oz 154.23 / $2847.07. The ingot 
number is repeated at the top of the back side in the same font and 
size as seen on the top side. Noticeable incrustation from the ship’s 
rusted hull is seen on the long left side with a lesser presence seen 
on the top and back sides. The ingot measures 58 x 158 x 31 mm.

The 
good reputation of the several assay offices in San Francisco in 
the 1850s indicated the acceptability of that firm’s coins or ingots. 
While such a statement should be obvious, it took several years 
and several less-than-reputable assayers to bring an assayer’s good 
reputation to prominence in Gold Rush California. While there 
were several firms with a good reputation, none were more highly 
thought of than John Kellogg and Augustus Humbert. Humbert’s 
importance and reputation was reported in the Alta California 
on October 23, 1855, where he was designated as “a man who has 
done more than any single person we know of for the state.” 

Kellogg & Humbert gold ingots were commonly used as a store 
of value and regularly transported to New York and London. One 
such massive transport was on board the S.S. Central America in 
the fall of 1857. A hurricane suddenly arose and the ship and all its 
precious cargo was lost along with many passengers. It was not until 
1988 that the shipwreck was located and salvage operations began. 

This is a medium-sized ingot among the 743 gold bars that were 
recovered. It is 42 x 94 x 21 mm. The top side reads: No 614 / 
Kellogg & Humbert hallmark / 46.41 Oz / 871 FINE / $835.62. The 
individual ingot number is repeated at the top of the back side, and 
in a different font. A few small areas of rust staining are seen on 
the back side also as well as on the assay cuts on the two opposing 
corners. The surfaces are otherwise bright yellow-gold with a few 
tiny voids from gas bubbles from the pour, and a larger indent from 
the pour seen over the 41 of the weight.

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(1855-57) Kellogg & Humbert 38.67-Ounce Gold Ingot 
Recovered From the S.S. Central America 


3335 Kellogg & Humbert Gold Ingot. 38.67 Ounces. CAGB- 
528. The assayers Augustus Humbert and John Glover Kellogg 
need little introduction to collectors of California gold. They 
formed their assay business in early 1855 and were among the 
most active and prolific issuers of coins and ingots during the 
middle 1850s. Of the 500+ gold ingots recovered from the S.S. 
Central America, more than two-thirds of them bore the stamp 
of Kellogg & Humbert. 

Bowers’ seminal A California Gold Rush History mentions a 
notice that appeared along with the “listing of prominent New 
York financial figures” that read as follows: 


“The undersigned, bankers and bullion dealers in the City 

of New York, have received large amounts of gold bars 
bearing the stamp of ‘Kellogg and Richter’ and ‘Kellogg 
and Humbert,’ of San Francisco, Cal., and cheerfully 
recommend their stamp for correctness, having tested their 
assays thoroughly, both in the American and European 
mints.” 


The S.S. George Law, renamed the S.S. Central America in 
June 1857, made 44 trips back and forth from Aspinwall, on the 
Atlantic side of the Isthmus of Panama, to New York before she 
met her watery doom in that fateful hurricane in September 1857. 
The ingots she carried were either used as bank reserves, sold to 
the Mint for coinage, or shipped overseas. Many of the ingots that 
were exported likely ended up being coined as British sovereigns or 
other gold coins at one of the several far-flung mints of the British 
Empire; the 19th century was, of course, the height of the Empire’s 
political and financial prominence. 

This is a bright yellow-gold piece. As with all Kellogg & 
Humbert ingots, the serial number is repeated on the back, on this 
piece after a coin turn and in a different font. There are assay cuts 
at the bottom right and top left. A small gas bubble appears on the 
top side below and left of the 9, and small, linear dark inclusion, as 
made, appears on the back side down a bit from the 4 in the serial 
number. As Bowers notes in A California Gold Rush History, the 8 in 
the value is sharply double-punched. 

It is easy to calculate the (1850s) value of one of these gold bars 
fairly accurately by multiplying the weight in troy ounces (given 
on the bar) by the fineness stated (with a decimal point preceding, 
for thousandths), then by the then-current value of an ounce of 
pure gold, $20.67.

James Lozier 
Polhemus was a New York City and Paterson, New Jersey son 
of a shoemaker. He arrived in Sacramento in 1849 and set up a 
pharmacy across from the Magnolia Saloon. Soon, he moved to 
190 J. Street, corner of 7th Street, where the pharmacy flourished 
until his death in 1866. Thereafter until 1874, his wife ran the 
business. Polhemus was reported to be the “oldest established 
legitimate druggist in the city.” 

The pharmacy was open 24 hours a day and advertised all goods 
usually offered by druggists, plus paints, oils, alcohol, kerosene, and 
burning fluid, perfumes and cosmetics, fancy articles, and patent 
medicines. All purchases were done on a cash basis, with Polhemus 
applying his counterstamp on virtually every silver or gold coin that 
passed through his till. No copper or nickel pieces were imprinted 
with his distinctive curved mark, a pictorial mortar and pestle 
surrounded by curved lettering. (Other Polhemus contemporaries 
counterstamped a variety of gold denominations and Territorial 
gold pieces, including the dentist W.W. Light, San Francisco 
saloon-keeper J.T. Jones, blacksmith N. Talbot from Shaw’s Flat, 
California, and the Syracuse, New York merchants Stone & Ball. 
But none of those counterstamps are on Liberty twenties.) 

When this memorable double eagle crossed the block in the 
1985 Van Ormer sale, the counterstamp was thought to be unique 
on a twenty dollar gold piece and the only Polhemus counterstamp 
on any gold coin, which proved true until a few counterstamped 
double eagles with the Polhemus imprint were recovered from 
the S.S. Central America. In December 2000, one of the seawater 
double eagles with the Polhemus counterstamp brought $48,300 in 
a Christies auction. 

The present coin pre-dates any shipwreck recoveries and it is in 
original, Choice XF circulated condition from the old West. As are 
all Polhemus pieces, the counterstamp is carefully applied where it 
is most prominent on the coin — here, centered above the eagle, 
its top lettering aligned with the rays. Partially lustrous yellow-gold 
surfaces show only tiny marks and no major abrasions. This coin 
remains an exceedingly important counterstamp and the highlight 
of any specialized collection. The Van Ormer auction ticket and its 
former custom foil-stamped, screw-type plastic holder measuring 6 
in. x 5 in. accompany the lot.

States of America. The first volunteer force of 475 men arrived at 
Washington, D.C. on April 18. They were the Philadelphia First 
Defenders, consisting of units from Pottsville, Reading, Lewiston, 
and Allentown. In 1891, the Pennsylvania Legislature ordered 
medals for the First Defenders, one for each of the men or his 
designated heir. The medals were struck by the Philadelphia Mint 
during the tenure of Superintendent Oliver Bosbyshell, one of 
the First Defenders. The present lot is an 1861 Liberty twenty 
bearing a sharp uniface impression from the obverse die for the 
Philadelphia First Defenders medal of honor. The impression is 
well-centered between the stars and date, and gives the coin a 
somewhat concave appearance. The overstruck portrait of Liberty 
is faint but unmistakable. The double eagle reverse is slightly 
flattened, reminiscent of the Confederate half dollar Scott restrikes 
on Federal 1861 halves.

“The obverse is an AU 50 and has not been affected by the 
work done on the reverse. The reverse has been planed 
off except at the denticles and the following inscription 
engraved on that side: PIEDBOEUF/10.000.000 KG/1967. 
We are at a loss to explain this inscription. PIED is French 
for foot, BOEUF means beef. Together they do not make a 
sensible word to any of our resident linguists. The central 
inscription is the European method for expressing 10 
million kilograms (using periods rather than commas). We 
have no clue of the significance of 1967 either. Any guesses?” 


We note Piedboeuf is Belgium’s preeminent brewer (now owned 
by Anheuser-Busch InBev), which in 1966 launched what is now 
its most popular brand, Jupiler, but any such connection to this 
enigmatic item is pure speculation on our part. It is certainly an 
interesting gold piece for more research.

Regardless of the disclosure of his identity, any bid by a consignor or his agent on a lot consigned by him is 
deemed to be made in “Good Faith.” Any person apparently appearing on the OFAC list is not eligible to bid.
